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Three aircraft observed from a distance were parked on 
the landing field of the ALT LOiiMJdlTZ ( N 52/F 84) air- 
field. Two radio stations, 1,600 feet apart, were set up 
in the open, directly northeast of the field* One radio 
station had two closed trucks, a cabin, a tent and a mast 
with a complicated antenna aye tern. The other had two 
closed trucks and a mast with a less complicated antenna 
system. The field was heavily guarded by the Soviet Air 
Force.
